The headlight 
contains a portrait of Bunyan, and at 
the base of the window is the inscrip- 
tion, “In memory of John Buyan. B.

The productive forest area in 1902 
on the Grand Duchy of Hesse in Eur- 
one amounted to 182,213 acres of) 
sixty-nine per cent. hardwood and 
thirty-one per cent. coniferous spec- 
les. The total yield of lumber in 1908 
was 4,575,000 cubic feet. Refuse in 
so far as it is not suitable for lighter 
lumber, such as laths or for pulp, is 
used for firewood. The expenditures 
for salaries, forest cultivation and 
road building amounted to approxim 
ately $754,000, and the total gross in- 
come (from lumber and_ firewood) 
was $1,161,931. The capital represent- 
ed by the forests ($52,665,364) brought 
Interest accordingly at 2.21 per cent. 
Where intensive forestry of this kind 
{s practised, forest fires are unknown, 
Sufficient money spent on Canadian | 
Forest Reserves would greatly reduce | 
the fire danger, maintain an adequate | 
lumber supply for the country and in 
time become a source of revenue to 
the Government,

J. 8. Dennis, Manager of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany’s land and irrigation interests 
m the west has returned after an 
absence of nearly three months in 
Great Britain, during which time 
he made a thorough inspection of 
the Company’s agencies, and trans- 
acted other general business mat- 
ters. 

The most important announce- 
ment made by Mr. Dennis on his 
return was to the effect that an 
appropriation of five and a half 
million dollars was authorised for 
the continuation of the irrigation 
project, colonization, ete.

Increase in Population 
The increase in population during 


| 


|recent years has been due to the de- 


‘creased death rate. This has resulted 
directly from the application of science 
to medicine and hygiene and indirect- 
\ly from the improved conditions of 
living which science has made pos- 
sible. In all civilized countries the 
birth rate is now smaller than the 
death grate was formerly. But the 
death rate cannot decrease indefin- 
itely; it has indeed possibly reached 
in Great Britain a lower level than 
}ean be maintained. A death rate of 
16 per thousand in a stationary popu- 
lation means that the average length 
of life is over 60 years and as one- 
fourth of those who die are under five 
years of age the average of death of 
those surviving infaney would be 
about 80 years, Odd as it may appezr 
at first sight the decrousc‘l death tate 
of a country such as Ureat Briain te 
largely due to a decrearine biril iate 
combined with an increasing popula- 
tion, Such conditions give a popula- 
tion in which there are fewer children 
under five and fewer old people over 
sixty, in which groups the death rate 
{s about sixty per thousand, whereas 
between the ages of 6 and 36 it {is be- 
low 5. In France there are fewer 
children than have existed in any pop- 
ulation, which reduces the death rate; 
but there are more old people—twice 
as many as in Great Britain—which 
increases {t. The proportion of old 
people will further increase In France, 
and will be tripled in Great Britain. 
It should also be remembered that the 
death rate of those over 45 has in- 
creased continually, owing mainly to 
the keeping alive of weakly people at 
earlier ages. 


A Remarkable Bird 

The hoatzin, a native of British 
Guiana, is described by a well-known 
orinthologist as a “bird with hands.” 
And the peculiarity in its structure 
which leads to the description is the 
possession of two free claws on the 
wing of the young. The nest of the 


hoatzin is placed in a tree overhang: ; 


ing the water and the young, unlike 
most birds hatched in such a position, 
are active from the first) And the 
claws at the end of the wings are used 
to assist it in climbing trees, which 
it does with great dexterity in its early 
days. The growth of the outermost 
quiil of the wing, which might hamper 
the free use of the claws, js retarded 
till the rest of the wing is developed 
sufficiently to render climbing less 
| necessary. Then they grow and the 
claws are absorbed and disappear, The 
adult bird does not require them. 
Should a young hoatzin fall into the 
water it makes for the shore and seiz- 
es a branch, up which it quickly 
climbs. 


A Wedding Superstition 


The origin of the custom of throw- 
ing an old shoe after a bride is at- 
tributed to many different sources. 
Some thinks that it represents an as- 
sault, and refers to the ancient notion 
that the bridgegroom carried off the 
the bride by force and violence. 

Others look upon it as a relic of the 
ancient Jewish law of exchange, ith- 
; plying that the parents of the bride 
their daughter. 

In Anglo-Saxon marriages the fa- 
ther delivered the bride's shoe to the 
| bridegroom, and the bridegroom touch- 
ed the bride on the head with It, to 
show his authority. Later arose the 
popular idea that an old shoe thrown 
after the bride would ensure good 
luck to the happy patr, since the cast- 
ing of an old shoe after a person indl- 
cated a hope that a success would at- 


starting. 


Our Food Prejudices 


Seclesiastical law is responsible for 
one of the most deeply-rooted of our 
| food prejudices. In héathen times the 
{races of Nortnern Europe were ac- 
customed to sacrifice horses to their 
gods, and consume the flesh after- 
wards, When converted to Christian- 
ity, the consumption, as well as the 
sacrifice, of horseflesh was forbidden 
them, Writing to St. Boniface tn 736, 
Pope Gregory III. laments that “some 
of the inhabitants of Germany still eat 
horseflesh. This must not be allowed 
in future.” When any of the German 
tribes reverted to idolatry, they cele- 
brated the occasion by a feast of 
horseflesh. Long after the ecclesias- 
tical restriction was withdrawn, horse-

RURAL SCHOOL TEACHERS 


A Course of Study for the Preparation 
of Teachere of Rural Schools 


Detailed outlines of a normal course 
| for rural school-teachers in nature 
; Study, elementary agriculture, sant- 
(tary science, and applied chemistry 
{are contained in a monograph entitled 
‘A course of Study for the Prepara- 
tion of Rural School-Teachers,” which 
; the United States Bureau of Educa- 
; tion has just rupert for free distri- 


|bution. The authors are Messrs Fred 
Mutchler and W. J. Craig, 
| Western Kentucky State Normal 
School. The following paragraphs 
‘consist of brief excerpts from the 
book: 

“The rural school has not the in- 
fluence that it should have. One of 
thé chief reasons lies in the fact that 
| far course of study is ill-adapted to 

rural life in all its relations. We are 
united in believing that a school 
should train its pupils for life and { 
| work while these pupils are living an 
j working. The course of study taught 
in the rural school today is entirely 
too much like the course that is 
taught in the city schools. The coun- 
try school will not reach the position 
of efficiency that belongs to it until 
a distinctive training is required of 
its teachers. 

“A state normal schoo! should pre- 
| pare a large number of teachers to go 
out into the rural communities, there 
to be potent factors in bringing about 
the best rural life. The rural child is 
entitled to a course of study and toa 
course of instruction that will dignify 
!and enrich his life and make life for 
him fn the rural environment, should 
he choose to remain there not simply 
tolerable, but glorious. It is possible 
and right, and indeed a duty, to dignify 
rural life and to save to it and its in- 
terests the best blood of the country. 

“To prepare teachers who can meet 
this demand, the following course of 
study and training is proposed: The 
first year is largely given to distinct- 
{ively rural problems and interests; the 
two succeeding years turn more to- 
ward general scholarship, in order 
that those taking the entire course 
may be able not only to teach rural 
schools but to enter larger fields of 
usefulness.” 

After indicating the cultural branch- 
es which should be possessed by the 
tural school-teacher, the authors con- 
tinue: 

“It is now quite generally conceded 
that the following subjects are nec- 
essary for the proper training of rural 
school-teachers: Nature study, elem- 
entary principles of practical agricul- 
ture, sanitary science and hygiene, do- 
mestic economy, and practical princ- 
{ples and problems in elementary 
chemistry and physics are applied in 
the study of these subjects. The for- 
mal training of most country boys and 
girls ends with the rural school course. 
A fundamental knowledge of the fore- 
going subjects is certainly a minimum 
to require of the teacher who trains 
them for the lives that they must 
lead.” 

The outlines of the special course 
named are then. discussed in detail, 
accompanied with detailed outlines of 
he ground to be covered, and the man- 
ner in which the several courses 
should be treated.

GRAIN ACT MAY. 


RELIEF FOR THE FARMERS' 


Explanation o’ the Provisions 


Consideration at Ottawa---The Chief Problem is 


That of Transpo 


Ottawa, Ont.—In the Commons, on 
the second reading of the grain act, 
Hon. G, BE. Foster recited the various 
steps which had led up to the intro- 
duction of this legislation. The bill, 
he sald, derives its importance from 
tlhe subject from which it deals. It is 
based largely on the result of an in- 
Vestigation conimmenced in 1006 by a 
commission named to report on the 
Brain trade of Canada, That com- 
mission traced the progress of wheat 
from the time it was sold by the far- 
mer until it reached its destination 
in Europe. 

The commission produced a report 
which had not often been surpassed 
for conmipactness and clearness. They 
reported against a sample market and 


in favor of strict supervision over 
Fastern elevators in order to insure | 
the indentity of the wheat. They 


were against ownership in addition to} 
these recommendations. They sug- 
gested a number of amendments to 
the grain act, 

In 1908, Hon. Mr. Foster said, a 
conference of all the interests con- 
corned was held at Ottawa before the 
tinister and the whole matter thresh: | 
ed out. As a result the grain and in- 
éepection act was strengthened by the! 
inelusion of the principle laid down. 
Last year a large depulation came to 
Ov awa and as a result of further con- 
torences a bill was introduced in the | 
Senate and referred by that body to} 
a special committee, which heard all | 


parties concerned, The bill finally 
passed the Senate. Although an

transportation,

of the west over one line of railway 
only, Serious conditions had arisen 
in the West this 5 and he was 
convinced that the yays had done 
their best. By patience and co-opera- 
tion a solution of the difficulties 
would likely be brought about in due 
couree, 

In another year or two the N. T. R,, 
which will double the transportation 
facilities, will be complete, Later on 
the Canadian Northern would have a 
transcontinental line, and in the 
course of a few yoars the Hudson Bay 
Railway would be built. He thought 
that there were great possibilities in 
the proposal to ship grain to points 
as far east as Moose Jaw to Pacific 
waters. Much could he expected from 
this route once the Panama Canal is, 
complete.

HIGH PRICES FOR BEEF 


THE DAYS OF CHEAP BEEF SAID 
TO BE OVER 


A Recognized Authority on Live Stock 
Interests is of Opinion that the! 
Passing of the Ranches in Alberta, | 
Canada and Texas, is Responsible 
for Present Conditions—More Mon- 
ey In Cattle Than Wheat. 


Ottawa, Ont.—"The days of cheap | 
beef are over, because the days of free 
grass are past. For a period, during 
the days of the American and Can- 
adian ranches, beef was cheap on ac- 
count of the vast areas of free grass. 
Those days are over. We must ex: 
pect high prices in beef the world 
over.” 

Such, in part, is the statement of 
James EH. Poole, of Chicago, a recog- 
nized authority on live stock ques- 
tions, who has just returned from the 
Old Country, where he was for the 
past few months, investigating con- 
ditions in that regard. The passing 
of the ranches in Alberta, Colorado, 
Texas, and other former cattle coun- 
tries, has, In the opinion of Mr. Poole, 
been largely responsible for the pre- 
sent conditions, The only great cat- 
tle raising country left at present is 
the Argentine, and the packers, fore- 
seeing this, have shifted their opera: | 
tions thither, and, backed by British 
and American capital, have cornered | 
the industry and formed a colossal 
system, by which they practically con- 
trol the production and consumption | 
of beef all over the world. They have 
even insinuated themselves into the 
Smithfield markets in England. At 
the present time in England, how- 
ever, Mr. Poole states, Chicago-pack-

An- 
other great market will be provided 
for Argentina heef. and {n the equal- 
izing process there is bound to follow H 
a prolonged period of high prices all ; 
over the world. The packers have ob- 
tained control of the available and 
prospective beef supply everywhere, 
and there you are.” 

“Canada and the United States went 
out of the cattle raising at an inop- 
portune time,” continued Mr. Poole. 
“A herd of breeding cows will be 
worth a lot of money in the near fu- 
ture and there will be more money in 
raising cattle than in growing wheat. 
But, until the herds have been replen- 
ished, the high prices will continue. 
At the present time, so far as Britain 
and Europe are concerned, Canada 
and the United States have no cattle 
export trade. Any Canadian or Am- 
erican cattle which go over are taken 
to supply a deficiency of English or 
Scottish beef and are not sold as Can- 
adian or American, There is no 
American dressed beef going over, be- 
cause they cannot compete with the 
Argentine. During the first 18 days 
of 1912, England took 250,000 quarters 
of beef from that country, as against 
198,000 for the same period in 1911, 


“The farmers and grazers of North 
America,” concluded Mr. Poole, ‘‘made 
a mistake in going out of cattle and 
those who remain in it, I am confi- 
dent, \.11l] be amply rewarded.” 


GENERAL ELECTION IN BRITAIN

Lloyds for Insurance Against

New York.—A London cable to the 
Journal of Commerce says: ‘“Discus- 
sions as to the probability of a gen- 
eral election this year continue act- 
ive in financial circles here. Mer- 
chants are already applying for insur- 
ance at Lloyd's against damage shouid 
an election take place. They are 
charged 35 guineas per cent., which is 
almost prohibitive and indicates that 
the underwriters dislike accepting the

Canada's Biz Market—Unequel 
Comnstition has Hurt 
lioms Industry 


Last yesr there were over 627 mil 
Non bushels of grain tied up in eheat 
form in Canada, That 1s, binder 
twine was used for the harvesting cf 
more thin 627 million bushels of 
grain, This year the use of twine in 
‘this way was still greater, and as 
Canada’s unbroken area of arable land 
becomes smaller and the growth of 
Grain more extensive with the pass- 
ing years, one can only guess at the 
volume of binder twine to be con- 
sumed in this country. Yet, with this 
most notable future stretching out be- 
fore the binder twine industry, com- 
paratively littie of the preduct {s made 
fn Canada, Our market Is really sup- 
plied by the United States. 

Such a condition exists chiefly be- 
cause of an unequal competition in 
the binder twiny trade between Can- 
ada and the United Staics. The ad- 
Nantages are with the latter country, 
whose larger and older and more pow- 
erful industries have not only abso- 
lutely free accers to the Canadian 
market, but also lareraes monopo- 
lize the valuable : raw 
meterials in the Phil fipine Islands. 
Time was when the reat part of the 
binder twine business of Canada was 
carried on by Canadian manufactur- 
ers, To-day, an overwhelmingly large 
share of this bus'negs {s in the hands 
of the so-called Harvester Trust, 
which docs not make a pound of twine 
in Canada, but sends it from mills 
located acrogs the line.
